The other book on crop 
circles is by John Macnish called 
Cropcircle Apocalypse. It shows 
how Doug and Dave did their thing 
and lots more. Must reading for 
circle researchers. I will have both 
at our April 2nd meeting. 
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Case Log:‘ 

On Mar. 3, 1992 in Warner NH a 
woman was driving her ten year old 
son home and observed many lights 
moving from the East toward the 
West. The lights were in the shape 
of a triangle slowly moving at a 
low altitude and making a whining 
sound. They got out of the car and 
stood in a field as it moved over¬ 
head and out of sight. It was de¬ 
scribed as having 9-12 main white 
lights forming three triangles which 
formed a large triangle. Many other 
white lights formed the rest of the 
triangle shape. 

On Aug. 5,1993 in Alexandria NH 
a woman went to a window to pull 
a window shade down and ob¬ 
served three objects in the South 
Western sky. She went outside with 
a pair of binoculars. She saw one 
large triangle and two smaller tri¬ 
angles. The smaller triangles were 
a formation of white flashing lights 
and appeared to float up and down 
independently. The large triangle 
had a solid purplish color that ap¬ 
peared like a glow of a TV screen. 
Small green, red, and orange col¬ 
ored lights surrounded the perim¬ 
eter of the triangle and seamed to 
flash sequentially in a clockwise 
direction. No sound was heard. 
She viewed the objects for 45 min¬ 
utes and then went to bed with the 
lights still in the SW sky. 

On Nov. 19, 1993 a woman was 
driving home in Hudson with her 
infant son. At about 10:30 PM she 
noticed fast moving lights flying 
low and appearing to be a plane 
heading for a crash. She lost sight 
of it and heard no crashing sound. 
A few minutes later at a stop sign 
she noticed the same configuration 


of lights hovering right in front of her. 
She observed four red lights above 
two green lights with two vertical 
dull white lights. She became very 
upset and drove home avoiding the 
object. What makes this case inter¬ 
esting is we have other cases of this 
same light configuration. 

On Nov.16,1992 a woman was driv¬ 
ing on 1-89 near exit 14 and 15. She 
saw a white light with a green tail 
go from horizon to horizon. This was 
most likely a meteor however dur¬ 
ing the interview the investigator 
through excellent questioning found 
what can only be described as a miss¬ 
ing time experience. During the 
summer of 1989 she went with her 
boyfriend, now husband to a party. 
It was one of their first dates. After 
being at the party for a while for 
some reason they decided to go 
home. On the way home they pulled 
off the main road to go to the bath¬ 
room. They woke up one and a half 
hours later with no memory of what 
happened and the motor running. 
They then decided to go back to the 
party but when they arrived every¬ 
one was gone. Later they discovered 
the route they used to drive home was 
not the direct way to go. They have 
no idea why they left the party or why 
they decided to go back. They do 
not wish to explore this further at this 
time. This case sounds similar to the 
John Salter case we will hear dur¬ 
ing our September 11th Conference 
at the Yokens Convention Center. 

On Nov. 20, 1992 at 1900 Hrs. a 
woman was driving from New Lon¬ 
don NH to her home in Andover NH. 
She observed a triangle set of red 
lights moving parallel to her car. She 
didn't want to take her eyes off the 
object afraid it would disappear from 


view. As she watched, it suddenly 
vanished. The size of the indi¬ 
vidual lights were described as the 
size of a normal stop light 

On Feb. 25,1993 two people had 
three sightings during the same 
time frame. One witness is very 
reluctant to report the incidents 
and was almost forced to make the 
report by her male friend. The 
woman was attaching her dog to 
the outside run line and observed a 
very large bright red light in the 
Andover NH sky. Itmadeno noise 
and the dog started barking and was 
very upset. She observed two 
smaller white lights at the wing tip 
of a boomerang shaped object. The 
large red light was in the center 
of the craft. She was unable to see 
the rear of the craft. It passed out 
of sight behind trees. Later that 
night she was called by her male 
friend who just saw a bright red 
light on a boomerang shaped craft 
The surface was shiny and reflec¬ 
tive. It moved slowly as it passed 
out of view. He asked her to go 
out and see if she could see it as it 
was heading in her direction from 
Concord to Andover. She did, and 
on Rt 11 heading toward Franklin 
she saw a triangle set of red lights. 
She stopped and got out of her car 
and was able to make out severa 
layers of structure before it moved 
out of sight. After it passed she 
heard a high pitched whine. 
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On Feb. 2 or 3, 1994 a man was 
working in his workshop in Errol 
NH when he heard a loud strange 
noise coming from outside. The 
temperature was minus twenty- 
five degrees F. The witness a li¬ 
censed pilot stepped outside and 
heard a high pitched, whining, and 
oscillating sound directly over¬ 
head. He walked to a clearing near 
his home and observed what he 
believes was the bottom of a craft 
as it slowly moved over his home 
and out of sight. He observed 12- 
15 randomly spaced clear white 
lights. There was one large r d 
beacon centrally located casting 
offlightasitspun. He was unable 
to see a definite outline of the craft. 
He observed the bottom was not 
smooth as a plane, but rather un¬ 
even. The size was estimated at 
80 to 100 feet long and 60 to 70 
feet wide. The speed was esti¬ 
mated at about 75 knots at an el¬ 
evation of 600 feet. The WLVI 
video we will show at the State 
meeting in Manchester shows a 
similar craft. 

On Dec. 16, 1993 at 1930 Hrs. a 
woman just finished watching a 
TV show and looked out the win¬ 
dow of her Colebrook home. She 
saw in the sky what looked like 
Christmas lights. At first she 
thought it was a plane but because 
it was hovering she thought it was 
a helicopter. She looked through 
binoculars and observed a mass of 
bright multi-colored lights ran¬ 
domly flashing. At one point she 
saw two arm-type appendages ex¬ 
tend from one area of the object. 
Each arm had whitish yellow lights 
on it. They remained extended for 
about 15 minutes and then disap¬ 
peared. She observed the lights for 


about three hours. She called her son 
who accused her of drinking. She 
then called her neighbor but by then 
it had risen to a high elevation and 
the neighbor refused to say she saw 
anything. 

On Jan. 28, 1994 at 0820 Hrs. in 
Lancaster NH a woman was driving 
southwest on Page Hill Rd. She ob¬ 
served something reflecting the sun¬ 
light in the sky. At first she thought 
it was an airplane. She stopped to 
watch it more closely and realized it 
was not a plane. She felt strange as 
it was very bright and much larger 
than anything she had ever seen be¬ 
fore. It was described as a diamond 
on it’s side with the ends blunted off. 
It then started shrinking, paused and 
then vanished.
